He was Director of the Royal College of 
Music from 1974 to 1984 during which time he received his knighthood in The Queen’s Silver Jubilee 
Honours. Sir David was Musical Director of The Bach Choir from 1960 to 1998. Under his direction, 
both The Bach Choir and King’s College Choir have made many recordings of great choral and 
orchestral works with leading orchestras. He is the recipient of many awards and honorary degrees 
both in the UK and abroad. His international reputation ensures a full schedule of commitments as 
guest conductor and clinician around the world. 


The Elmer Iseler Singers, a 20-voice chamber choir founded by the late Dr. Elmer Iseler, is perhaps 
the best testament to his profound achievement in Canadian choral music. Having built an enviable 
international reputation since its debut performance in 1979, this celebrated choir makes over 100 
appearances annually throughout Canada and the United States. The group’s present Artistic Director 
and Conductor Lydia Adams was appointed in February 1998. She enjoys a long 16-year association 
with the world-renowned choir stemming from the time she began with the Singers as their pianist. 
Ms. Adams is also celebrating her 14" season as conductor of the Amadeus Choir of Greater Toronto.
